It is 
the Examiner's position that the language "exerts a significant compressive load" is not supported and, therefore, not 
defined. Additionally, during a "normal gait cycle" was not supported. It is noted that applicant's specification reads, 
"the transitional body portion iailows for more flexion., than bulkier conventional., prosthesis"; see paragraph 0036. 
Therefore, the prior art has some flexion, and a "significant" load is undefined.
